The moſt famous,renowned,and cuer worthy of all memory,tor her courage, 
learning, iudgemenc, and vertue, Queene Ehzaberh, granted her Lerters Parents 
to Sir Walter Raleigh forthic diſcovering and planting new Lands & Countries, 
notaRually pollelled by any Chriſtians, This Parency got co be hisaſliſtanes Sir 
Richard Grenvell the valiant, M* William Sanderſon 2 greattriend to all fuch noble 
and w ations, and divers other Gentlemen and Matrchants, who with all 
ſpeede prouided two ſmall Barkes well furniſhed with all neceſlarics, vnder the 
command of Capraine Philip Amidas and Capraine Barlow. The 27.0t Aprill chey 
ſer ſayle from the Thames, the tenth of May palled the Canaries, and che tenth of 
June che Weſt Indies : which vnneedfull Southerly courſe, ( bucthen no berter 
was knowne ) occaſioned them inthat ſeaſon much ſickneſle. 

Theſecond of July they fell with the coaſt of Fleride in ſhoule water, where 
they felt a moſt dilicate ſweere ſmell, h they ſaw no land, which ere lon 
they eſpied,thinking it the Continent: an hundred and twenty myles they fayled 
not finding any harbor. Thefirſtthar with much difhculry they entred,

There was no Towne wherethey had praQtied any villany againſt vs ( we lex

nearethem. And cherevpon, when they had any vnderſtanding,that any of their 
enemies abuſed vs 1n our Journeyes,they would intreatvs,we would be a mcancs 
ro our God, that they,as the others chat had dealc ill with vs, might dye 1n like 
ſort: alchough we ſhewedthem rhair requeſts were vngodlyy 2nd thar'our G 0 D 
would not ſubic&t himſclfe ro any ſuch requeſts of men,buc all things as he plca- 
ſed camero palle : and that weto ſhew ourielues his true ſervants, ought rather 
to pray for the contrary:yer becauſe the etfe£t fel] ourlo ſuddenly after,according 
to their deſires, = thought ic came to palle by our mcanes, and would come 
giue vsthankes in their manner, that though we ſatisfied thera noc in words, yer 
in deeds we had fulfilled their deſires. 

This mwarucilous Accident in all the Country wrought ſo ſtrange opinions of 
vs that they could nortell whether to thinke ys godsor tnen. And the rather thac 
all the ſpace of their ſicknelle, there was no man of ours knowne co die, or much 
ſicke. They noted alſo we had no women,nor carcd for any of theursſometherc- 
fore chought we were nor borne of women, and therefore nor mortall, but that 
we were men of an old generation many yearcs paſt, & riſen againefrom immor- 
talicie. Some would Propheſic there were more of our generation yetto come; 
to kill cheirs and rake their places, Thoſethat wereto comeatrer vsthey imagined 
to be in the ayre,yer inviſible and withour bodies:and thar they by our increaties, 
for louc of vs,did make the people die as they d&1d, by ſhooung invilible bullers in» 
tothem. 

To cottfirme this, their Phyſicians co excuſe their Ignorance in curing the diſ- 
caſe, would make the {imple people belecue, that che itrings of bloud they ſuck- 
ed our of the licke bodies,were the ſtrings whereinthe invitible bullets were ryed, 
and caſt. Some thought we ſhotchem our ſclues from the place where wedwelt, 
and killed che people char had offended vs, as we liſted, how farre diſtant ſoever. 
And others ſaid it was the ſpeciall worke of God for our ſakes,as we had cauſe in 
ſome ſort to thinke no le(le, whatſoever ſome doe,or may imagine ro the contra- 
ry ; eſpecially ſome Aſtrologers by the eclipſe of the Sunne we {aw that yeare be- 
fore our Voyage, and by a Comet which began to appeare bur afew dayes before 
the fickneſle began : bur to exclude them from being the ſpeciall cauſes of ſo ſpe- 
ciall an Accidenr,chereare farther reaſonsthen I thinkefitto preſent or alledge, 

Theſctheir opinions | haue ſer downe;thar you may ſce there is hope roimbrace 
the cruth, and honor; obey, feare and lquevs,by good dealing and government ; 
though ſome of our y towards the latter end, before we came away with 
Sir Francis Drake (hewed themſthues too turious,in ſlaying ſome of the people

E went the old courſe by che weſt Indies, and Sirmeon Ferdinandos our 

continuall Pilot miſtaking Yirgizis for Cape Fear, we fayied not much 

ro haue beene caſt away, vpon the conceir of our all-knowing Ferds- 

nande, had it not beene prevented by the vigilancy of Capraine Stafe 

ford. We came to Hatorazk the 22, of July, and with tortie of our belt men, ins 
tending at Roenoackto tind the 50 men letr by Sir Richard Gremnl, Bur wetound 

pothing bur the bones of a man, atid where the Plancation had beene,the houſes 

vnhurc, butovergrowne with weeds,and the Fort defaced, which much perplex- 

cd vs. 

By the Hiſtory ic ſcenes Simon Ferdinando did what he could to bring this voy- 
age to contuſion but yerchey all atrived ar Hatorerk: T hey repayred the old hou- 
ſes at Roanock,, and Maſter George How,one of the Councell,ſtragling abroad,was 
Nlaine by che Salvages. Not long after Maſter Stafford with 20, men wentro {rog-

ten with Manteo, whoſcfriends dwelled there: of whom we thoughe co haue line, 


ſome newes of our 50 men; They at firſt made ſhew to fight, bur when chey 
heard Afaxtes, they threw away their Armes, and were tricnds, and deſired there 
might be aroken giuen to be knowne by, leaſt we might hurt them by mifpris 
ſion, as the yearc before one had bin by Maſter Layne, that was ever their friend, 
and there preſent yer lame. 

The next day we had conference with them eoncerning the people of Secoren, 
Aquaſcogoc, and Pomeiok,, willing them of (Foaranto (eeit they would accept our 
fnend(hip, and renew our old acquaintance ; which they willingly imbraced, 
and promiſed co bring their King and Governours to Reexoak , to it, 
We alſo vnderſtood that Maſter Howe was {lainie by the men of Wingine,of Daſſe- 
OING by them of Reanoack, tharthe fiftie men lett by Six Richard Gremnll, 
were {uddainly ſer ypon by three hundred of Secoren, Aqueſeagee, and Daſſamon- 
peack, Firſt they intruded cthemſclues among 1 1 of them by friendſhip, one may 
flew, the reſtreryring to their houſes, they ſer them on fire, that our men-wit 
what came next to hand wete forced to make their palſage among them z where 
one of them was ſhot in the mouch,and preſently dyed, and a Salvage ſlaide by 
him. On both fides more were hurt z but out men retyring to the water fide, got 
their boar,& crethey had rowed a quarter of 2 myle towards Hatoras! tooke 
vp foure of their fellowes, gathering Crabs and Oyſters: at laſt they on 4 
ltle Ile by Hatorack, where they _— a while, bur after A 
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knew not whether, So raking our leauts of the Croat ans, we came to our Fleer at 
Hatorack, © 

The Governour having long expeRed the King and Governours of Pomeiok , 
Secoran, Aquaſtog np eg the 7. daycs expired, and no newes 
of themybevg allo 1 by thoſe of Croaten,that they of D flew 
Maſter How and wee at the driving our men from {aoxoach, he thought no lon- 
ger co&deferre the revenge, Wheretore abour midnight, with Capraine Stafford, 
and rwehtie-fourc men, whereof Afantes was one, tor our guide, (that behayed 
himſdfetowards vs as a moſt faichfull Engliſh man ) he ſer forward. 
Thenexeday by breake of day we landed,and got beyond their houſes, where 

ſceing chem fic by the fire we allaulred them. The miſerable ſoules amazed fled 

100 te Reeds, where one was ſhot through,and we thought co haue beene fully 
reyenged, but we were deceiued,for they were our {riends come from Croates to 
gather their corne, becauſe they vnderitood our enemies were fled after the death 
of Maſter How, and left all behinde them for the birds. Burt they had like ro haue 
- payd roo dearefor it, had we not chanced vpon a Weroaxces wite, with a childe at 

her backe, and a Salvage that knew hy Stafford, thatranto him calling him 

by his name. Being thus diſappointed of our purpoſe, we gathered the fruirwe 
found ripe, left che reſt ynſpoyled,and tooke Menatonon his wife with her childe, 
and the reſt with vs to R - Though this miſtake gricued Aſanteo,yet he im- 
pured itcotheir own tolly, becauſe they had not kept promile to cometo the 
vernor at the day appointed, The 1 3.0t Augult our Salvage Afaxteo was Chrifte- 
ned, and callcd : of Daſ[amonpeack, 1\ reward of his faichfulneſſe, Andrhe 


18®, Elinor the Governours daughter, and wife to Ananias Dave, was delivered 
of a daughter in Roaxoak z which being che firſt Chriſtian chere borne, was called

"Darthipebeing ready to depart,ſuch 1 ſtormearoſe,asthe Admirall was forced

Ac 
thistime Controverſies did grow berwixt our Governour and the Aſfiſtants, a- 
bout chooling one of them 12.to goeas Fattor for them all to England ; for all re- 
fuſcd ſauc one, whom all men thoughe moſt inſufficiencthe Condlulion was by 
agenerall conſent, they would haue the Governour goe himſclfe, for that they

directed towards the Sourhward of 39.Butthe winds fo crotled vs wee fell more 

Northwards about 41. and 20.minuits, weſounded at 100.farhom, & by that we 
had run 6 leagues we had but 5.yerſaw no landzfrom the mayne top we deſcryed 
a whiciſh {andy clifr, Welt North-weſt ſome 6, leagues from vs, butere we had run 
two leagues furcher we found many ſhoules and breaches, ſometimes in 4.tadom 
and the next chrow 15.0r 18. Being thus imbayed among thoſe ſhoules,we were 
conſtrained co pur back againe,which we did with no ſmall danger,though both 
the winde and weather were as fayre as wecould deſire. Thus we parted fromthe 
Land,whuch we had not before ſo much deſired, and ar the firit ſight reioyced, as 
now we all joytully prayſed God that he had delivered vs from {o eminent dan- 
ger. Here we found excellent Cod,and ſaw many Whales as we had done 2. or 3. 
daics before, Being thus conſtrainedto pur to ſea,the want of wood & water cau- 
ſed vs takethe belt advantage of the winde,to fall with the ſhore whereſoever:buc 
wefound our Sea-cards molt direftly falſe. Ther7.ot May we made the Land a+ 
gaine,but it blew ſo hard,we durſt not approach it. The next day itap toVs 
a mayne high land, but wetounditan Iſland of 6. myles in compatlle: within a 
league of it we came toan anchor,and went on ſhore for wood & water,of which 
we tound ſufficient. The water guſhing forth downethe rocky clifrs in many pla- 
ces,which areall overgrown with Firre, Birch,Beech,& Oke,as che Verge is with 
Goulberries, Scrawberries,wild Peaſe,and Roſe buſhes, and much foule of divers 
ſorrs that breed among the rockes : here as in all places cls where we came, we 
found Cod enough. 

From hence we might diſcerne che mayne land and very high mountaines,the 
next day becauſe we rode too open to the Sea, we waighed, and came co the Iſles 
adioyning to the mayn:2among which we found an excellent rode,defended from 
all windes,for ſhips of any burthenin 6.7.8.9.0r 10.fadom vpon a clay oze.

rally is overgrqwpe with wood, To prepare the ground they bruce the barke of 
the trees neare the root, then doe they icortch the roots with fire chat they grow no 
more, The next yeare with a crooked peece of wood they bear vp the _— by che 
rootes, and in that mould they plant their Corne. Their manner 1s this. They make 
a hole in the carth with a ſticke.and into it they put foure graines of whexte andrwo 
of beanes Theſe holes rhey make toure foote one from another ; Their women and 
children do continually keepe ic with weeding,and when it is growne middle high, 
they hill ir about like a bop-yard. 

n Aprillchey _ planc, bur their chiefe plantation is in May, and fo they 
continue till che migtt of June. Whar they planc in Aprill chey reape in Auguſt, 
for May in September, for une in Oftober ; Every ſtalke of cheir corae commonly 
bearcth rwo cares, ſome three, ſeldome any foure, many bur one, and ſome none. 
Every care ordinarily hath berwixt 200 aud 500 graines. The Rtalke being greene 
hath a ſweet iuice in it, ſomewharhike a ſugar Canc, which is the cauſe chat when 
gather their corne greene, they ſucke the ſtalkes:; for as we gather greene peale, 

ſo docthey their GE. eene, which excelleth cheir old. They plant alſo; 
peaſe they call Aſſextamens, which are- the ſame they call in /te/y, Fagiols. Theis 
Beanes are the ſame the Turkes call Gernayſes, but theſe chey much cſteeme for 
dainrics, | 
T heir cornethey roſt in the care greene,and bruiſing itin a morter of wood with 
aPolr,lapit in rowlcs in the leaues of their corne,and to boyle it fora daincie, They, 
allo reſcrue that corne late planted that will not ripe, by roaſting it in hot aſhes, the. 
hex chereof drying ic. In winter they eſtceme ivbe; led with beancs for arare 
dh, they call OE Their old wheat they 3 night in hoc water, 
inche morning pounding it.in a orrer, T hey vic a ſmall baskerfor cheir Terames, 
then pound zgane the great, and ſo yr pun er 4 daſhing che hagd in the basker, 
receme che lower in a platter made of wood, {craped to that forme — 
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and ſhels. Tempcring chis flower with water, they make it cither in cakes, covering 
them with aſhcs all chey be baked, and chen waſlung chem in faire water, chey dric 
preſently with cher owne heat ; or clic boyle them un water, cating the broth with 
the bread which chey call Poxap, The grouccs and peeces of the cornes rewaining, 
by fanaing in'a Platter or in che wind,away, the brannethey boyle z or 4 houres 
with water, whuch is an ordinary food they call }ftarebemen, But iome more thrittie 
then cleanly, doc burne the core of che care ro powder, which they call. Pangnongh, 
mingling chat in their male, bur ic never caſted well 1p bread, nor broth. Th cis tub 
& fleſh they boyle ether very tenderly, or boyleic lo long on huggles over the fixe,

In May alſo amongſt chcir corne they plant P wmpeens,and a fruiclike vnco a muske 
mellon,bur lele and worle, which they call Afacocks, Thele increaſe exceedingly, 
and ripen in the beginning of July, and conunue vnuill Seprember. They plans 
alſo CAaracocks a wild truuchke a Leceamon, which allo increafe infinizely, They 
begin co ripe in September, andcontinue all che end of Oftober, When all their 
fruns be gathered, lictle els chey plant,and this 15 done by their women and children; 
neither doch chas long ſuihce them, tor neare three parts of the yeare,they onely ob- 
ſerucumes and ſcalons,and liue of what the Country aaturally atfordeth trom hand 


to mouth, &c.

T He mildneſle of che ayre, theferrilicie of che ſoyle,and (iruarion of the rivers 


are ſo propitious to the nacure and vic of man, as no place is more conveni- 
ent for pleaſure, profic,anJ mans ſuſtenance, vnder thas laticude or climar, 
Here will luc any bealts,as horſes, goats, ſheepe, alles, hens,&e. as appeared 
by them that werecarried therther, The waters, I{lcs, and ſhoales,arctull of tate har- 
boursfor ſhips of warre or marchandize, tor boars of all forts, for tranſporration or 
filung,&c.T he 7 Fung rivers haue much marchancable hijh, and places fir for Salc 
coats, building of (hips, making of Iron, &c. . 
CAMmnſcovia and Polonia doc yearly receive many thouſands,for picch, tarre,ſope- 
aſhes, Roſen, Flax, Cordage, Sturgeon, Maſts, Yards, Wainſcor, Firres, Glatle,and 
ſuch like; allo Swethland for Iron and pe 2 in like manner,for Wine,Car- 
vas, and Salr. Spaize almuch for Iron, Steele, Figges, Reaſons,and Sackes. /taty with 
Silkes and Velvers conſumes our chiete Com ries, Holland mamas it {cite by 
fiſhing and trading at our owne doores. All theſe temporize with orher for necef- 
ſicies, bur all as vncertaine as peace or warres. Beſides the charge,travell,and danger 
in tranſporting chem, by ſeas, lands, ſtormes, and Pyrats. Then how much hath 
Vargiia the anue of all-choſe flouriſhing Kingdomes, for the benefit of our 
Land, when as within one hundred myles all thole are ro be had, cither ready pro- 
vided by nature, or elſe to be prepared, were there but _ men to labonr. 
Onely of Copper we may doubt is wanting,but there 1s obabilitietharboth 
and better Minerals are there to be had for heir labor. Ocher Countries 
haue ic, So then here is « place, a nurſefor {ouldiers, a praiſe for mariners, a trade 
for marchants, a rewardfor the good, and that which is moſt of all,a bufineſe(moſt 
acceptable to God) to bring ſuch poore Infidels co the knowledge of God and thus 
holy Goſpell. 
Of the natwwall Inbabitantt of V 18 CINLA. 
He land is not populous, for the men be few ; cheir far greater number is of wo» 
men and children, Within 66 myles of James Towne, there are about ſome 
5000 people, bur of able men fir for their warres ſcarce 1500, To noariſh ſo many 
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togerher rhey haue yer no meanes, becauſe chey make fo ſinall a benefir of cheir 
land, be i never fo tertile. Six or {caucn hundred have beeue che moſt hath beene 
ſecncrogeiher, when they garhered themicluesto bave ſurpriſed mec at Pamavnukge, 
baving bur fifreene ro withſtand the worlt of cheir fury. As ſmall as che pro- 
portion of ground chat hath yer becne dilcovered, is un compariſon of that yer ya- 

owne; the people differ very much in ſtarure, eſpecially in language, as before 

is expretſed. Some being very great as the Soſyweſabaocks ; ochers very huctle, as the 
Wig bcocomecoes: _— rall and itraighc, ot a comely pcopcrnion, and ot a co- 
lour browne when they arcof any age, bur they are borne wiute, Ther hayre is ge- 
nerally blacke, bur tew hauc any-beards. The men weare halte their beards ſhaven, 

-the halte long ;tor Barbers chey vſc their women, who with rwoſhels will grae 
away the hayre, ot any faſhionthey pleaſe. The women are cuc 1n many faſhions,a- 

greeable ro ther yeares, bur ever _—_ remainech long, T hey are very ftrong, 

of an able body and full of agile, able ro endure to lic in the woods vader a tree 

by the fire, un che worſt of winter, or in the weedes and gratle,in Ambuſcado in the 

Sommer, T hey are inconſtanc 1n every thing, bur whac feare conftraincth them ro 

keepe. Craftie, timerous, quicke of apprehenſion, and very ingenuous. Some are of 

Giſpoſition featcfull; ſome bold; moſt caurelous, all Savage. Generally coverous of 

Copper, Beads, and ſuch like craſh. They are ſoone moued co anger, and ſomalici- 

ous, that they ſeldome forger an iniury : they ſeldome ſtcaleonetrom anorher, leaſt 

cher coniurers ſhould reveale it, and io they be purſued and puniſhed. Thar chey 

arc thus fcared is certaine, but thatany can reucale cheir offences by coniuration I 

am doubctull. Their women ave notto be ſuſpetted of diſboneſtie withour 

the leauc of cheir huſoands. Each houſhold knoweth cheir owne lands, and gardens, 

and moſt liue of their owne labours, For thear apparell, chey arc ſorcrume. covered 

with che sKkinnes of wilde beaſts, which in Wancer are draſced with the hayre,bur in 


ire, Sommer without, The better ſort vie large mantels of Deare shans, nor tnuch dif 


fcring 1n faſhion from che Iriſh mance, Some imbrodered with white beads, ſome 
with z other painced after cheir manner, Bur the common fort haue iearce 
co cover their nakedneile, buc with gralle,the leaucs of crees, or ſuch like. We bauc 
lcenc ſome vic mancels made of Turky feathers, ſo wrought & woven with 
threads that nothing could be diſcerned but the f That was exceeding warme 
and very handſome. But che women axe alwayes covered abour their nuddles wich 
a skin,and very ſhametaſt co be ſecne bare, They adorne themiclues moſt wich cop» 
pe beadsand paintings, Ther women, ſore haue their legs,hands,breafts and face 
cunningly im ed with divers workes, as beaſts, arnficially wrought 
into their fleſh with blacke ſpors. In echo commonly ey have 3 re " 
wherear they hang chaines, bracclers,or .

Their bouſes we baile ike onr Arbors cffmalt young 
ſprings bowed and tyed, and ſo cloſe covered with Mars, or the barkes of trees very 
handiowely,chat norwithſtanding cither wi ine, or weather, they areas 
as ſtooucs, bur very ſmoaky, yer at the toppe of the houſe there 15 4 hole made 
che {moake to goc intorightover the fire. = 
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Againſt the fire they lie on lictle hurdles of Reeds covered with a Mat,borne from 
the ground aftoote and more by a hurdle of wood.On theſe round about the houſe 
they lic heads and points one by th'ocher againſt the fire, ſome covered wh Mats, 
ſome with skins, and ſome ſtarke naked Jie on the ground, from 6 to 20 m a houle. 
Their houſes are in the midſt of their fields or gardens, which are ſmall plors of 
ground.Some 20 acres,ſome 40.ſome loo,ſome 200.ſome more,ſome leile.ln fome 
places from 2 ro 50 of thoſe houſestogether, or bura little ſeparared by groues of 
erees, Neare their habications1s liztle ſmall wood or old trees on che ground by rea 
ſon of their burning of them for fire. So that a man may gallop a horſe amongſt 
theſe woods any way, but where che creckes or Rivers ſha!l hinder. 

Men, women, and childrca haue their ſeveral} names according to the ſeverall 
humor of their Parents. Thar women ( = (ay ) are ealily delivered of chalde, yer 
doe they loue children very dearely. To _ hardie, in the coldeſt mornings 
they chem waſh in the rivers, and by painting and oyntments ſo ranne their skinnes, 
that after a yeareor two, no weather will hurt them, 

The men beſtow cher rumes in falbing, hunting, warres, and ſuch man-like exer- 
ciſcz,ſcorning to be ſeene in any woman-like exerciſe,which 1s che cauſe thatche wo- 
men be very painetull, and the men often idle. The wowen and children doe the 
reſt of the worke. They make mats, baskers, pots,morters,pound their corne, make 
their bread, pr _ victuals, plantcheir corne,gather cheir corne,beare all kind 
of burdens, and (uch like, 

Their fire they kindle preſently by fig a dry pointed fhicke in a holeof aluule 
ſquare pecceot wood, that firing it ſelfe, will to fire molle, leaues, or any fuch hike 
ary thing, that will quickly burne. In March and Aprill they liuemuch _ their 

ing wires ; and teedon fiſh, Turkies, and Squirrels, In May and lunethey planc 
their helds, and liue moſt of Acornes, Walnuts, and fiſh. Butto amend ther dyer, 
ſome diſperſe themiclues in ſmall —_— and liue-ypon fiſh, beatts, crabs, oy- 
{ters, land Toroiſes, ſtrawberries, mulberries, and ſuch like. In June, July, and 
Auguſt, they feed vpon the rootes of Tecknowgh berries, fiſh,and greene wheat. Ir is 
ſtrange co ſee how Cos bodies alrer with their dyer,cven as the deere & wilde beaſts 
they 1ceme far and leane, ſtrong and weake, Powhatan ther great King, and ſome 
ochers that are providenc,roſt bs fiſh and fleſh ypon hurdles as betore 1s expreiled, 


arid keepe it till ſcarce times, 

For thing, hunting, and warres they vſe much their bow and arrowes. They 
bring cheir bowes to the formeof ours by the ſcraping of a ſhell. Their arrowey are 
made ſome of {traight young ſprigs,which they head with bone,ſome 2 or 3 ynches 

Theſe they vſeto ſhoot at Squirrels on trees. Another ſort of arrowes they 
vic made of Reeds. Theſe are peeced with wood, headed with ſplinters of chriſtall, 
or ſome ſharpe ſtone, the ſpurres of a Turkey, or che bill of ſome bird.For his knife 
he hath the ſplinter of a Reed to cut his fearhers in forme. With this knife alſo,he 
will toynt a way or any beaſt, ſhape his ſhooes, buskins, mancels, &c. To make 
thenoch of his arrow he hath the tocth of a Beaver,ſertin a ſhicke,wherewith he 
terh it by degrees, His arrow head he quickly maketh with a lictle bone, which he 
ever wearerh at his bracert, of any ſpline of a ſtone, or glalle in the forme of a hearr, 
and theſethcy glew to the end of their arrowes, With the ſinewes of Deere, andthe 

of Deoberane bayled ro a iclly, chey make a glew that will not difſolue in 


water. 
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For their warrts alſo they vſc Targers that are round and made of the barkes of TheirT 
trees, and aſwordof wood at their backes, bur oftentimes they vie for ſwords the and 


horne of a Deere putthrough apecceof wood in forme of a Pickaxe. Somea 
ſtone ſharpned at boch ends, vicd in the ſame manner. This they were wont to 
alſo for hatchets, but now by trucking they haueplentic of the ſame forme of yron, 
And thoſe are their chieferrrftraments and armes. | ;

Ther fiſhing is much inBoars. Theſe ya yg tree'by burning and Thelr Boa: 
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Some of them are an clne deepe, and forrie or fiftic foore in lengrh, and 
ſome will 'beare 40 men, bur the moſt ordinary are ſmaller, and will beare 10,20,0r 
30.according totheir bignelle, In ſtead of Oares, they vie Paddles and (tickes, with 
which they will row faſter then our Barges, Berwixt their hands and thighes, ther 
women vle to ſpin, the barkes of crees, c (inewes, or a kind of grafle they call 
Pemmenaw, of theſe they make athread very even and readily, This thread ſerverh 
for many vics. As abourthcir houling,apparell, as alſo they make nets tor fiſhing, 
for the quantitie as formally braded as ours, They make alſo wirh it lines for angles. 
Their hookes are cither a bone grated asthey noch their arrowes in the forme of a 
crooked pinne or fiſh-hooke, or of the ſplinter of a bone tyed co the clife of a lirrle 
ſicke, and with the end of the line, they ticon the bait. They vſc alſo long arrowes 

in a line, wherewith they ſhoote at fiſh in the rivers. Bur they of Accawmack vic 

es like vnco Jauclins headed with bone, With theſe they darc fiſh ſwimming in 

the water, They haue alſo many arrificiall wires, in which they ger abundance of 
fiſh, 


In their hunting and fiſhing they take extreame paines; yetic being their ordinary 
exerciſefrom their infancy, they eftceme ir a plealure and are very proud to be ex- 
perttherein. And by their continuall ranging, and travell, they know all che advan- 
rages and places moſt frequented with Deere, Beaſts,Fiſh, Foule,Roors, and Berries, 
Ar their huntings they leauerheir habications, and reduce themſclues into compa- 
nies, as the Tatar: doe, and goe to the moſt deſert places with their families, where 
they ſpend their time in hunang and fowling vp towards the mounraines, by the 
heads of their rivers, where there is plentie of game. For berwixt che rivers che 

areſo narrowe, that lictle commeth here which they deyoure not. Itisa 
marvell they can ſo dire&tly palle theſe deſerts, ſome 3 or 4 dayes journey wichouc 
habitation. Their bunting houſes are ike vnco Arbours covered with Mars, Thee 
cheir women beare after them, with Corne, Acornes, Morters,and all bag and bag- 
ethey vic. When they cometo the place of exerciſe, every man doth his beſt ro 
The his dexteritic, for by their excelling in thoſe qualities, chey ger their wines. 
Fortie yards will they ſhoot levell, or very neare the marke, and 1 20 15 their beſt at 
Random, At their huntings in the deſcrrs they are commonly two or three hundred 
together. Having found the Deere, they environ them with many fires, & berwixt 
the fires they place themſclues. And ſome take their ſtands 1n the midfts. The Deere 
being chus feared by the fires, and heir yoyces, they chaſe thetn ſo long within that 
circle, that many times they kill 6,$, 10,or 15 ara bunting. They vſe alſo to driue 
chem into ſome narrow poynt of land, when they findthat advantage;and ſo force 
cheminto theriver, where with their boars they hauc Ambnſcadees to kill them, 
When they hauc ſhot a Decre by mo they follow him like bloud-hounds by the 
ſtraine,and ofrentimes ſo takethem. Hares,Parrridges,Turkies,or Egges, 
fat or leane, pong old, they devoure all chey can catch in cheir power, ga 
of theſe huntings they found me in the diſcovery ofthe head of the river of (hirks- 
hamenia, where they (lew my men,and tooke me priſoner in a Bogmire,where | taw 
thoſe exerciſes, and g theſe Obſervations, ;

and no marvell,for he is very terrible &ryrannous in puniſhing ſuch as offend him, 
For cxample,he cauſed certaine malefaRors to be bound hand and foor, thea ha- 
ving of wany fires gathered great ſtore of burning coales, they rake theſe coales 
round inthe forme ofa it, and inthe midſt chey caſt the offenders ro broyle 
todeach. Somerimes he cauſcrh the heads of chem that offend him,to be laid ypon

Beihg for moſt part of fuch render educations, and ſmall experience 
in Marriall accidents, becaule they found not Engliſh Cities, nor ſuch faire houſes, 
nor at their owne wiſhes atiy of their accuſtomed dainties, with fearher beds and 
downe piltowes, Tavcrncs and Alchouſes in. every breathing place, neither ſuch 
plencie of gold and (ilver and ditlolute liberrie,as they edna lictle or no care 
of any thing, burto pamper their bellies, ro fly away wich our Pinnaces, or procure 
their meanes to-returne tor England.

their experience, K nd thoſe with their great words deluded the world with ſuch 
ſtrange promiſes, as abuſed the buſinelle much worſe then the reſt. For the buſt» 
nelle being builded vpon the foundation of their fained experience, the planters, 
the money and meanes haue ſtill miſcarried:yerthey ever returning,andthe 
ſo farre abſent, who could contradit their excuſes ? which, ſtill ro majnhine their 
vaineglory and eſtimation, from time to time haue vſed fuch diligence as made 
them patle for truchs, though nothing more falſe. And thatche advencurers mighe 
be thus abuſed, letno man wonder for the wiſcſt liuingris ſooneſt abuſed by bum 
that hath a faire rongue and a diſſembling hearr. 

«There were many in Y#giniamecrely proiefting,verball, and idle contemplators, 
and thoſe ſo devored to pure idlenetfe, that though they had hued two or three 
yeares in Yirgima, lordly, necefſitic it ſelfe could nor compell chem to palle the Pew= 
inſula, or P alliſadoes of Iames T owne, and thoſe witty ſpirits, what would they nor 
affirme in the behalfe of our tranſporters, to ger viftuall from cheir ſhips,or obraine 
their good words in England, to get their palles. Thus from the clamors, and the 
ignorance of falſe informers, are prung choſe diſaſters that ſprung in Virginia: and 
our ingenious verbaliſts were no lefſe plagueto vs in Yrgime, then the Locuſts to 
the Egyprians. For the labour of rwentie or thirtie ofthe deſt onely preſerved in 
Chailhaniie by cheir indutty, the idle livers of ncare rwo hundred of the reſt; 
who living necre ten monerhs of ſuch naturall meancs,as the nacurally of 
it ſelf afforded, norwithſtanding all this, and the worſtfury of the Salvages, che 
extremicie of (icknelle, murinies, faftion, ignorances, and want of vieuall zin all 
that time loſt bur ſcaven or cight men, yer ſubieed the ſalvages to our delired 
obedience,and recciucd concriburion from thirrie fiue of their Kings,to proteft and 
aſſiſt chem againſt any that ſbould aſſaulrchem, in which order they concinued rruc 
and fai and as ſubieAs to his Maicftie, fo afer as I did governethere, 
vnnill I left the Countrey: ſince, how they haue revoled, the Countric loſt, and a- 
gaine replanted, and the buſinelſes hath ſucceded from time to time, 1 referre you 
dnpdactoat ofcham reumeind from Phyiats that haue beene more diligent in

The Queene of Appe- 
mainck was appointed to bring ham water to walh his hands, and another brought 
hum a banch of feathers, in ttcad of a Towell to dry them: having feafted him ater 
ther beit barbarous manner they could, a long conſultation was held, but the con- 
cluſion was, two great ſtones were brought betore Powharenrthen as many as could 
layd hands on him,dragged him to chem,and thereon laid his head,and being ready 
with their clubs, to beace our his braines, Pocahontas the Kings deareſt daughcer, 
when no increaty could prevaile, goc his head in her armes,andlaid her owne 

on his to ſauc him from death : whereat the Emperour was contented he ſhould liue 
to make him harchers, and her bells, beads,and copper ; for they thought him aſwell 
of all occupations as chemſclues, For the King himſelfe will make bis owne robes, 
ſhooes, bowes, arrowes, pots z plant, hut, or docany thing ſo well as the reſt.

Two dayes after, Powhatan having diſguiſed himſelfe in the moſt fearefulleſt rhan- 
ner he could, cauſed Cap*: Smith co be brought forthco a great houſe in the woods, 
and there ypon a mat by the fire to be left alone. Not long after from behinde a mas 
that divided the houſe, was made the moſt dolefulleſt noyſe he ever heard ; then 
Powhatan more like a devill then a man with ſome rwo hundted more as blacke as 
himicife, came vnco him and told him now they were friends, and preſently he 
ſhould goe co James rowne, to ſend him rwo great gunnes, and 2 gryndſtone, for 
which he would giue him the Country of Capabrweſick, and for ever citeeme him 
as his ſonne Nantequond, So to lames towne with 12 guides Powbetan ſent him. 
That night chey quarterd in che woods, he ſtill expetting ( as he had done all this 
_—_— of his unpriſonment ) every houre to be pur ro one death or other: for

hearts of thoſe tterne Bearbariexs with compaſſion. The next morning betimes they 
came to the Fort, where Smith having vſed che Salvages with what kindnetſe he 
could, he ſhewed Rawbant, Powharans cruſty ſervant two demi-Culycrings & a mill- 
ſoneto carry Powhatan; they found cthetn ſomewharrtoo heavie g bur when they did 
ſce him diſchargethem, being loaded with ſtones, among che boughs of a great rree 
loaded with 1lickles, the yceand branches came ſorumbling downe, that the poore 
Salvages ran away halfe head with feaxe. Bur at laſt we regained ſore conterence 
wich rhem,and gaue them ſuch toyesz and ſent ro Powbaten, his women,and chil= 
dren ſuch preſencs, as gaue them 1n generall full content, Now in James Towne 
they were all in combultion, the ſtrongeſt preparing once more to run away with 
the Pinnace z which with the hazzard of his life, with Sakre falcon and musker ſhor, 
Smith forced now the third timeto ſtay or ſinke. Some no berter then they ſhould 
be, had plotted with the Preſident, the next day to haue put himto death by the Le- 
viticall Jaw, for the liucs of Rebinſon and Emmy, pretending the fault was histhat had 
led them to their ends: bur he quickly tooke ſuch order with ſuch Lawyers, that he 
layd chem by the hecles cill he tent ſome of them priſoners for England. Now ever 
once in foureor fiuedayes, Pocahontas with her attendants, br him ſo much 
proviſion, that ſaved many of their liues, that cls for all chis had with hun- 
ger.

LL this time our care was not'ſo much to abandon the Countrey ; but the 
Treaſurer and Councell in England, were as diligent & — 
Two good ſhipstheydentvs, with nearc a hundred men, well furniſhed wich 
all chings could be imagined neceilary, both for them and vs;The one commanded 
by Captaine Newport: the other by Captaine Francis Nelſon, an honeſt man, andan 
expert Marriner, But ſuch was the lewardneſſe of his Ship ( chat chough he was

twentic hogſheads, This bred ſome vnkindnefſe berweene our two Caprtainesz 
Newport ſecking to pleaſethe vnſatiabledelire of the Salvage, Smith to cauſe the 
Salvageto pleale him, bur ſmorhering his diſtaſt ro avoyd * Saluages ſuſpition, 
lanced in the eyes of Powhatan many trifles,who fixed his humor vpon afew blew 
es, A long tune he importunately deſired them, but Smith ſeemed ſo much the 
moreto affe& chem, as being compoled of a moſt rare tubſtance ofthe coulour of 
the skyes, and not to be worne bur by the greateſt kings in the world. This made 
him halfe madde to bethe owner of ſuch ſtrange Iewells: ſo that ere we departed, 
fora pound or two of blew beades, be brought oucr my kiug for 2. or 300. 
Buſhells of cornezyet good friends. The like entertainment we found of 
Opechankanough king of P awavnkee, whom alſo he in like manner fitted ( at the like 
rates) with blew beads,which grew by this meancs, of chat eſtimation, thatnone 
durſt weareany of them but their great kings, their wiucs and children. And ſo we 


' returned all wellto James rowne,wherethis new ſupply being lodged with the reſt, 


accidentally fired their quarters and ſothe towne, which being bur chatched with 
reeds,the fire was ſo fierce asit burnt their Palliſado's,(chough cight or ten yards 
diſtant ) with their Armes, bedding, apparell, and much prmate prouiſion.Good

ir prouidence for preſeruing that, leaſt they ſhould diſcourage any more to 
come tevs.. Now for all his plenty our ordynary was but mcale and water, ſo. 
that this great charge lictlexelecued our wants, whereby wichthe extremitie of che 
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bitter cold froſt and choſe delefts, more chen halfe of vs dyed I cannot deny but 
both Sxwrrh and Skrwener did thear belt ro amend what was amille, buc with the Pre-

of that puddle water of F/ighcocomoco, Being paſt theſe Iſles which arc many in num- 
ber,burall naught for habuation,falling with a high land vpon the mayne,we found 
< = Pond of freſh water, bur ſo exceeding hot wee ſuppoſed it ſome bath ; that 
place we called poynt P/cjer, in honor of that moſt honourable Houſe of Mouſ 
in Britaine, that in an cxtreameexcremitic once relicued our Capraine. From Wigh- 
cocomoce to this place, all the coaſt is Jow broken Iſles of Morap, growne a myle or 
two in breadch, and ten or twelue in length, good co cutfor hay in Summer, andro 
catch fiſh and foule in Winter : but the Land beyond them 1s all covered over with 
wood, as is the reſt of the Country. 
Being thus refreſhed in croſſing ouer from the maineto other Iſles, we diſcouered 
the winde and waters ſo much increaſed with thugder,lightning,and ramnc,thatour 
maſt and ſayle blew oucrbord and ſuch mighty waues ouerracked vs in that {mall 
barge that with great labour we kept herfro ſinking by freeing out the water. Twa 
dayes we were inforcedto inhabite theſe vninhabired Iiles which for the extremitie 
of nder,raine,ſtormes, andill werher we called Zzmbo.

County. Having ſhur chem vnder our Tarpawhng, we pur cheir hats vpon ſtickes 
by che Barges Gle,and berwixcewo hars a man with rwo pecces, to make vs ſecme 
many, and ſo we thinke the /zdiens ſuppoſed thoie hars to be men, for they fled 
with all poſſible ſpeed to che ſhore, and chere ſtayed, ſtaring ar che ſayling of our

Kecomghten, ro hauc taken them pertorce conducted vs to their palh 
towne, mancellcd with che Lge erees, with ſcaffolds like mounts,breſted abour 
with breſts very - Their men, women,and children with daunces;\ſongs, 
fruits, furres, and what they had, kindly welcommed vs, ſpreading mars for vs to lic 
on, ſtretching their beſt abilities to expreſſe thar loues, 

Many oe oy knives, peece3 of iron,and bralle, we ſaw amongſt them, which 
they reported to hauc from che Suſqwe/ahevocks, a mightic people and moral} cne- 
mies with the Maſſawomeks. The Saſqgueſabanecks inhabit you the chicte Spri 
of theſe foure branches of the Bayes head, two dayes iourney hipher then our 2 
could pallc for rocks, yet we prevailed with the Interpreter to rake with hnm ano- 
ther Interpreter,to perſwade the Suſqueſabenocks to come vilit vs,for their language 
are different, Three or foure dayes we ed their rerurne, then ſixtic of thoſe 
gyant-like people came downe, with preſents of Veniſon, Tobacco. pipes three foot 
in length, Baskers, Targets, Bowes and Arrowes, Fiue of their chicte Werowances 
came boldly aboord vs to crofſe the Bay for Tockwhogh, leaving their men and Ca 
nowes;the wind being ſo high they durſt not paſſe. | 

Our order was daily to haue Prayer,with a which ſolemnice the poore 
Salvages much wondred, our Prayers being done, a while they were buſicd with 
conſultation till they had contrived their buſingſſe, Then they beganin a m_ paſ- 

nate 


with the fort ſupply in Virgjnia. 

fionate manner to hold vp their hands ro the Sanne, with a moſt fearcfull ſong, 
then imoracing our Capraine, they began to adorc him in hike manner :chough he 
rebuked them, yer chey proceeded till cheir ſong was finiſhed: which done wich a 
moſt ſtrange furious aftion, and a helliſh voyce, began an Oration of their loues 5 
that ended, mms Bcares skin chey covered him :; chen one ready with 
a great chayue of white Beads, weighung ar leaſt ſix orſcaven pound, hung 1t abour 
hisnecke, che others had 18 manicls, made of divers forts of skinnes fowed toge- 
cher; allch&c with many other royes they layd at his feere, ſtroking cheir ceremoni- 
ous hands about his necke for his Creation to be their Governour and ProreQor g 
— their aydes, vitualls, or whar chey had co be his, if he would ſtay with 

, to defend and revengechem of the Ciraſſawomebs. Bur we left chem ar Tocks 
whogh, ſorrowing for our d yer we promuſed che next yeare ag1ine to viſic 
chem, Many deicriptions and diſcouriesthey made vs, of Arquazechnch Mafſawe- 
wok, & ocher people, lignifying they inhabit vpon a great water bvyond the moun- 
caines, which we vnderitood co be ſome great lake,or rhe river of Canada;and from 
the French to haue their hatchers and Comunodiries by crade. Theſe know no more 
of che terricorics of Powhatan, then his name, and he as lictle of them, bur the Az- 

arcon the Occan Sea. 

The higheſt mouncaine we ſaw Northward wee called Perigrines mounc, and 4 
rocky river,where the A{sſſawomels went vp,Hullowbyesrveerun honor of che towne 
our Captaine was borne 1n, and that honorable houic the Lord #llowby, his moſt 
honored good friend. The Saſqueſahenecks river we called Smiths falles 5 the next 
poyntco Tockwhogh, Fiſings poync ; the nexr it poynt Bourne. Powell; Iſles and Smals 
poynt 15 by the river Bolwszand the licrle Bay ar the head Profits poole;arkinr, Reade, 
and Momfords poynts arc on cach lide Limbs ;Ward,C antrell,and Sici{emore,berwixt 
Pat and P amaunkee, after the names of the diſcoverers. [In all thoſe places and 
che furchelt we came vpcherivers, we cur intrees ſo many crofſes as we would, and 
in many places made holes in trees, wherein we writ notes, and in lome places croſ- 
ſes of bralle, to lignifie to any, Engliſhmen had beene there, | 

Thus having ſought all the inlers and rivers worth noting, we recurned co diſco- 
ver the river of Pawtuxunt ; theſe people we found very traftable, and more civill 
chen any, we promiſed them, as alio the Parawomeks to revenge chem of the Afaſſa- 
womeks, but our purpoſes were crolled, 

In che diſcovery of this river ſome call Rapahenock, we were kindly entertained 
by che people of Moranghtacmnd ; here we incountered our old friend Meſco,a lufty 
Salvage of Wighcocomoce vp6 the river of Patawomek ,we _— him ſome French 
mans lonne, becauſe he had a thicke blacke buſh beard, and the Salvages ſeldome 
hauc any at all, of which he was noc a liccle proud, to ſee ſo many of his Country- 
men, Wood and water he would fetch vs, guide vs any whether, nay,cauſediversof 
his Countrymen helpe vs cowe againſt winde or tyde from place to place till we 
cameto Patawomek:there he nll wererurned from the head of theriver, and 
occaſioned our condut to che mine we ſuppoſed Antimony, And inhe place he fay- 
led not to doe vs all the good hecould, perſwading vs in any caſe notro goero the 
Repahanecks,tor they would kill vs for being friends with the Adoranghtacxnds chat

cover the boat. Here the Maſſawomek T argers ſtood vsin good ſtead, tor vpon Aeſ= 
co's words, we had ſer them abour the forepart of our Boar like a forecaſtle, from 
whence we (ecurely beat the Salvages from off che plaine wichour any hurt:yer chey 
ſhor more then a thouſand Arrowes, and then fled into the woods. Armung our 
ſclues with cheſc light Targets (which are made of lictle ſwall ſticks woven berwixe 
ſtrings of their hempe and (i]ke grafle, as zs our Cloth, but ſo firmely chat no arrow 
can poſſibly pierce :) we reicuced Toaky/l,who was all bloudy by ſome of them 
who were ſhox by vs chat held him,bur as God pleaſed he had no hurt ; and follow- 
ing them vp to the woods, we found ſome flaine, andin divers places much bloud. 
It {cems all cheir arrowes were ſpent, for we heard no more of chem. Their Canows 
we tooke ; the arrowes we found we broke,ſauerhem we keptfor AZoſco, to whom 
we gauethe Canowes for his kindnefle, that enterrained vs 1n the beſt crivmphing 
manner, and warhike order in armes of conqueſt he could procure of the Aoranghs 
tacunds. 
| Thereſtof the day we ſpent in accomodating our Boat, in ſtead of thoules wee 
wade ſtickes like Bedſtaues,ro which we faſtened ſo many of our Aſaſſewomek T ar- 
gets, that invironed her as waſt clothes, The next mor ing we wentvptheriver,and 
our friend ©Meſco R— vs along the ſhore,and ay defired to goe with vs in 
our Boat, But as we by eo tapenk, AMecnppoms, three T ownes 
ſiruatcd vpon high white clay clifts z the other {1de all a low — , andthe 
river there bur narrow. Thirtic or fortic of the Rapabenecks, bad ſo accommodated 
themſclues with branches, as we tooke them for little buſhes growing among the 
ſedge, ſtill feeing cheir arrowes ſtrike the Targets, and dropped 1n the river: where- 
at Moſco fell flatin the Boar on his face, crying the Rapebenocks, which preſencly we 
eſpicd ro be the buſhes, which at our firſt volley fell downe 1n the ſedge:when wee 
were nearc halfc a wyle from chem, they ſhewed themſclues dauncing and ſinging 


very merrily. | 

"The Kings of Piſſaſack, Nandtanughtacund, and Cuttatawomen, vſed vs kindly,and 
all cheir people negle&ted not any thing to Xoſcoto bring vs tio them, Betwixt Se- 
cobeck and Maſſawteckis a ſmall Iſle or two, which cauſcth the river to be broader 
then ordinary ; there it pleaſed God to take one of our Company called Mr Fether- 
fone, that all che time he had beene in this Country, had behaved himſelfe, honeſt» 
ly, valiantly, and induſtriouſly, where id alittle Bay we called Fetherſtones Bay wee 
buryed him with a volley of ſhot: thereſt notwithſtanding their ill dyer, and bad 
lodging, crowded in ſo ſmall a Barge,in ſo many dangers never reſting,but alwayes 
rolled troandagaine, hadall well recovered their healths. The nexc day wee fayled fo 
high as our Boat would float, thereſcrting vp croſſes, and graving our names in the 
trecs. Our Sentinell ſaw an arrow fall by him,though we had ranged vp and downe 
more then an houre in digging inthe carth, looking of ttones, herbs, and ſprings, 
not ſceing where a Salvage could well bide himſelfe, 

V — alarum by that we had recovered our armes, there was about an hun- 
dred nimble Indiax; skipping from treeco tree, letting fly their arrows ſo faſt as they 
could: the trecs here ſerved vs for Baricadoes as well as they.

This com being viftualled bur for three or foure dayes,lodped the firſt nighe 
at on. abes the Preſident rooke ſufficienc — kind King Gid 
his beſt co divert him from ſecing Powhatan, but percauuyg heconld notprevaile, 
he adviſed in chis manner.Capraine Smuich,you ſhall find Powhatan to vic you kind 
ly, buttruſt hich not, and beſure he haue no oporrunnic to ſeize on your Armesz 
for he hath ſent for you onely to cut your throats, The Caoptaine thanking him for 
his good counſel]: yerche berter ro try his loue, deſired guides ro Chawwonreck ; for 
he would ſend a preſent rorhat King,to bind him his friend. T o performe his zour- 
ney was ſent M* Sichlemere,a very valiant, honeſt, and a painctull Souldicr : with 
him two guides,and directions how to ſeeke for the loſt company of Sir Walter Re 
leighs, and (ilke Gralle. Then we departed thence, the Preſident aſſuring the King 
perperuall louc z and left with him Seaxeel Collier his Pageto learne the Language. 


So this Kings deeds by ſacred Oath adunr d. 
More wary prones, and cirenumſpett by ods : 
Fearing at leaſt his dowble forfeutxce , 

To offend hu friends, and ſin againſt his Gods, 


The next night being lodged at Xerowghtes ; (ix or ſeaven dayes the extreame 
winde, rayne, froſt and inow cauſed vs to keepe Chuſtmas among the Salvages, 
where we were never more merry, nor fed on more plentie of good Oyſters, Fiſh, 
Fleſh, Wild-foulc,and good bread ; nor never had better fires in England,then in the 
dry ſmoaky houſes of Kecomghtan: bur departing thence,when we tound no houſes 
we were not curious in any weather to lye three or foure nights togercher vnder the 
treesby a fire, as formerly 18 ſayd. An hundred forue eghr toutes the Preſident, Au- 
thony Bagnall,znd Sericant __ kill at chree ſhoots. Ar Ki/kiackthefroſt & con- 
trary winds forced vs three or dayes alſo ( co ſuppreile the 1nfolency of thoſe 
proud Salvages ) to quarter in their houſes, bas Barge, and cauſc chem 
giuevs what we wancedt we were but twelue and himſelf, yer we never 
wanced ſheleer where we any houſes. The 12 of lanuary wearrived at Wers- 
wecemecs, where the river was frozen nearc halfe a mylefrom the ſhore bur __ 
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ie nocime, the Preſident with bis Barge ſo far had approached by breaking the 
xcc,as cheebpe left him amongſt choſe oalie ſhoules, yer rather ehento lye there troze 
to deach by his owne example he raughechem to march neere m:ddledeepe, a drghs 
ſhor chrough ts muddy trozen oaic. When the Barge floated, he appoyuredrwoot 
threetoremyne her aboord che Pinnace, Where fox wan of water an melring the 
ice, they madefreth water, for the river chexe was ſale, Bur in chis march M* Reſel/, 
(whow none could pcriwade to ſtay behinde) being ſamewhac ill, and exceeding 
heauie, foovertoylcd hiaſcitc 25 the tcſt had much adoe ( cre he gotalhore ) to re= 
gainc fe into his dead brnummed ſpirits, Quartering\iache nexc houſes wetound, 
we ſericto Powbatan tor proviſion, who ſent vsplencic of bread, Turkics, and Veni- 
{on ; chenexr day having fealted vs after his or manner, he began to aske vs 
when we would be gone: fayming he ſent nocfor vs, nexher had he any cornezand 
his people: much lale: yer tor fortic ſwords he would procure vs fortic Bakers. 
The Preſiden ſhewing him the men chere preſenc char brought hitn che melſage 
and conduions,asked Powhatan how itcbanced he became ſo torgettullz thereatthe 
King concluded the mateer with a merry laughter, asking for our Commodities, 
bur none he hiked without gunnes and twords, valuing a Basket of. Corne more 
preciousthen a Bazker of Copper; Laying he could rate his Corne, but not uhe 


> cur Smith (ceing the jntent of this ſubtill Salvage began to deale with him 
after this manner. Powhaten, though 1 had meny courſer to bane made my provijien, yet 
belceving your promu/es te ſupply my wants, { negleitcd all 49 ſatiifie your defrriand to teſts

Jour weapons, for here they are necaleſſe, we being all friends, and for ever Powbatans,

T he time not permirring any arguraent, all vowed to execute whatſoeuer hee

1 ſee Opechancanough your plot rommrder me, but 1 feare it not,” As yet your men 
and mine bane done no harme, but by eur dweflion. Take therefore your Armrs, you ſee 
wine, wy body ſpull bre as naked as yours 2 the {fle im your riuer is a fit place if you be con- 
rented: and the conguerour ( of vi two) ſoall be Lord and Maſter ener all our men. If yu 
haxe not enough, taks time to fetch more, and bring what number y0u will, ſo enery ore bring

The King being guarded with forty or fifty of his chicke men, ſeemed kindly to 
appraſe Smiths ſuſpicion of vakindaefle, by a great preſent at the doore, they increa- 
tcd him to recciue. This was to draw him out of the doore, where the bait was 
guarded with ac leaſt two hundred men, and thirty lying vader a greattree (that lay 
clywart as a barricado) each his arrow nocked ready to ſhoot. The Preſident com-+ 
mandcd oneco go {ce what what kind of deceit this was,and toreceiue the preſent ; 
but hee refuſed to doe itz yer the Gentlemen and all the reſt were imporrunate to 
goe, but he would not permit chem, being vexed atthat Coward: and commanded 
Licucenant Percre, Matter Weft, and there{tro make good the houte z Maſter Powell 
and Maſter Behetbland he commanded to guard the doore, and in ſuch a rage ſnat- 
chedche King by his long locke inthe middeſt of his men, with bis Piſtoll readic

Ton promiſed ts freught my Skip ere 1 deparied, andſo you fball, or { meanc to 
lead ber with your dead carcaſſes, yet if as friends you will come and trade, { once more pro- 
miſe not to trouble you, excepr you gine me the firſt occaſion, and your King ſpall be free and 
hum or any of you. 

Vpon this away went their Bowes and Atrowes, and men, women, and children 
broughtin cheir Commodiriesz rwo or three houres they ſo rhronged abouc the 
Prelidenc and fo overwearied him, as he retyred humſelte ro reſt, Jeauing M* Beherh- 
land and M* P ewellto recciue their preſents, burſome Salvages percenuing him faft 
allecpc,& the guard ſomewhat carcleſly difperied, tortie or hitue of their choſe men 
cach with 2 club,oran Engliſh {word in his hand began toencer the houſe with rwo 
or three hundred others, that preilced to ſecondthem. The noyſcand haſt they made 
in, did ſo ſhakeche houſe they awoke him from has fleepe, and being halfe amazed 
with this ſuddaineſight, berooke bim ftrait ro hus ſword and Target; M* Chrahhaw 
and ſomeorhers charged in like manner;wherear they quickly thronged faſter backe 
then before forward. The houſe thus cleanſed, the King and ſome of tus aunciencs 
we kept yer with him, who with along Oration, excuſed this incrulion. Thereſt of 
the day was ſpent with much kindnellc, the companie againe renewing their pre= 
ſents with their beſt proviſions, and wharſocyer he gaue chem they icemed theres 
with well comented. | 

Now in the meane while fince our departure, this hapned at our Fort, Maſter 
Scrivener having recemued Letters from E to make himclfc cher Ceſar or no» 
thing, he began todeclinein his affe&tion to ine Smith, that eyer regarded him 
as himſc}fc, and was willing to crollethe ſurpriling of Pewharaw.Some certaine daies 
after the Preſidents departure, be would needs goe vilitthe Iflcof Hogs, and rooke 
with bim Captaine #aldo(thoughthe Preſident ined him to be ready to 
ſecond his occalions)with Mr Anthony Goſnell and cight others; bur ſo violenc was 
the wind (that extreamefrozentime) thatthe Boat ſunke, bur where or how none

The Sal- 
vages werethe firſtthat found their bodies, which ſo much che more encouraged 
them ro effe&cheir proiefts. To advertiſerhe Preſident of this heavienewes, none 
could be found would vadertake ic, but the Jorney was often refuſed of all in the 
Forr, vncill Maſter Richerd Wyffin vndertooke alonethe pertormance thereof, 

In this Fourncy he was incountred with many dangers and difficulcies in all parts 
lodged with Powhatan, perceming ſuch prepara- 
tion for warre, not finding the Preſident there:he did atlure himſelfc tome mulchicte 
was intended, Peackins lid him fora time, and ſent them who purſued him the 
ckeane contrary way to ſecke him z buc by her meanes and extraordinry bribes and 
much crouble in three dayes travell, at 1 he found vs in the middeſt of cheſe 

les. This newes the ent ſwore himto conceale from the come 
pany, and ſodiſembling hisforrow withthe beſt countenances he could,when che 
ni he wen ſatcly aboord with all his Souldicrs;lcauing Opechancanowgh 
a Thanks, according to his promuſe, the berter ro haue Pewhates in his rerurne. 

Now ſo extreamely Powhates had threatned the death of his men, if chey did not 
by ſome meanes kill Capraine Smith: that the nexr day they appointedall thecoun- 
trey ſhould come co C_—_— ing ts be trecherous, bur that they 
wereconſtrained, hating fighting with him almoſt as ill ashanging, {ſuch feare they 
had of bad ſucceiſe. The next morning the Sunne had nor long bur che

had withouc his preſence, nor they would dt indure che fight of agun. 
When 
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When che Prefident ſaw them begin ro depart, being vnawilling to looſe fuch a boo- 
ric, he fo well contrived che Pinnace, and his Barges wich Ambutcadoes, as one'y 
with Lieneenant Percie, MW Weſt, 20d M* Reſell, with their Armes went on ſhore þ 
others he 2ppointed vnarmed co recciue what was Erought, The Salvages flocked 
before him mn heapes, and the banke ſerving as a trench for a retreat, he drew chem 
fayre open ro his Ambuſc:do'. For he not being to be perlwaded to goe vifie their 
King, rhe King knowmg the moſt of chem vnarmed, cameto vilir him with cwo or 
three hundred men,in the forme of rwo halte Moones, and with foinetwentie men, 
and many women loaden with painted Baskers, Bur when they approached !ome- 
whart neare vs, their women and children fied. For when they h:d environed and 
beſer rize fields in chis manner,they choughtcheir purpoſe ſure,yer fo crrembled with 
feare as they were ſcar{e able conock ther Arrowes: Sch ftanding with his chree 
men ready bene,beholding them ill chey were within dangerof our Ambuſcado's, 
who vpon the word diſcovered themſelues, and he retyred co the Barge, Whichche 
Salvages no ſooner perceived, then away they fled, citceming cheir heeles tor rheir 
beſt advanrage, | 

Tharnight wzſent MF Chraſbaw, and M* Ford to James towne to Cap. Wirne. In 
the way berweene Werowocomoco and the Fort they mer foure or fue of the Datch- 
mens Confederates going to Powhatan : the which ro excuſe thoſe Gentlemens ſu 
ſpirion of their runming coche Salvages,returnedro the Fort and there continued, 

The Salvages hearing our Barge goe downetheriverinthe night, were ſo terri- 
bly affrayde, that we ſent for more men(we having 1o much threatned their ruine, 
ahd the rating of their houſes, boars, aud wires ) chat the next day che King fenc 
our Capraine a chayne of Pearle, to alcer his purpoſe and ſtay his men : promiſin 
though they wanted themſclues, to fraught our ſhip and bring it aboord co ms, 
fuſpmon, Sothat five or (ix dayes after, from all parts of the Country within ten or 
rwelue myles in che excreame troſt and ſnow, they broughe vs proviticn on their 
naked backes, 

Yer notwithſtanding this kindneTe and rade had their art and poyſon beenefuf- 
ficient, the Prefident, with W #ft, and ſome ochers had beene poyſoned ; irmade 
chem ſicke, bur expelled ir ſclfe, Wecnrtanow, a ſtour young fellow, knowing he was 
ſulpeted for bringing this preſent of poyton, with fortie or fiftie of his chictecom- 
panions ( ſeeing the Preſident bur with a tew men at Poravneak ) ſo proudly braued 
x, as though hc expected to incounter a revenge. Which the Prelident perceiving! 
in the midit of his company, did not onely beate, but ſpurned him like a dogge, as 
ſcorningto doe him any worſe miſchiete,, Wherevpon all of them fled into che 


woods, thinking theyhad done a great matter to haue ſo well eſcaped : and the 


rownſmen remaming preſently fraughred our Barge to be rid of our companies, 
framing many cxcuſes ro exculc Wecnttanow, ( being ſonneto their chiefe King, but 
Powhatan) and told vs if we would ſhew them him chat broughr the poyſon, they 
would deliver him co vs to puniſh as wepleaſed, Men may thinke it ttrange there 
ſhould be ſuch a ſtirre for a little corne, bur had it beene gold with more caſe wee 
might hauc got it ; and had it wanted, the whole Colony had Rtarued, Wee may be 
thoughe very patient to endure all choſe iniuries, yer onely with fearing them wee 
ot whek they had, Whereas if we had tzken revenge, then by their lofle, we ſhould 
ue loſt our ſclues. We ſearched alſo the Countries of Jowghtamend and Mattgpa- 
ment, wherethe people imparted that little chey had with ſuch complaines aud teares 
from the cycs of women and children, as he had beene too cruell ro hauc beene a 
Chriſtian, that would not haue beene ſatisfied and moued with compaſſion, Bur 
had this hapned in Otober, November, and December,when chat vnhappie diſco- 
very of CAonacen was made, wwe might hauc fraughred a ſhip of forrie runs, and 
rwile as much might haue beeric had from the Rivers of XKapahanocck, Pataws- 
web, and 'Pawinxunt, 


The maine occaſion of our thus temporizing with them was,to partfriends 25 we 
did, to giue thelelſe cauſe of ſuſpition to Powhatranto fly, by whom we'now wy | 
| M | | 
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ned with a purpoſe to hauc ſurpriſed him and his proviſion, . Fer effefting whereof 
(when we came againſtche Towne) che Preſident ſent MF #yffan and MF {oe albore 
to diſcover and make way for his intended proiet. Butthey tound that thoſe dam- 
ned Darch-men had cauicd Powharanto abandon his new houle and Werewecomeco, 
and to carry away all his corne and proviſion : and the peoplethey toundo ll atfec- 
red, that they were in great doubr how to eſcape with their liuces, So the Preſidenc 
finding his intent fruſtrated, and that there was nothing now to be had, and there- 
fore an vnfic time to revengetheir abuſes, ſent Maſter CIichael! P burriplace by Land 
to lames rowne, whether we ſayled with all the ſpeed we could ; wee having in this 
lourney (tor 25\.ot Copper,and 50!.of Iron & Beads) enough to keepe 46 men ix 
weekes, and every man for his reward a monerhs proviſion cxcraordinary (no Trade 
being allowed but for che ſtore )we gorneare 200! waight of deere ſuer, and delive- 
red to the Cape Merchant 479 Bulkelsof Corne. 

Thoſeremporizing proceedingsto ſome may ſeeme too charitable, to ſuch a dai- 
ly daring trecherous people : ro others not plealing,that we waſhed not the ground 
with their blouds,nor ſhewed ſuch ſtrange mventons in manglng,murdering,ran- 
ſacking, and deſtroying ( asdidthe Spererds) che {imple boies of ſuch ignorant 
ſoules z nor delighttull, becauſe not (tutted with Relations ct heapes and mynes of 
gol and (ilver, nor ſuch rare commodines,as the Portwgals and Spanyeards found in 

ce Eaſt and Weſt /xdies.T he want whereof hath begor vs(that were the firſt vader- 
takers)no lelle ſcorne and concewpr, then the noble conqueſts and valiant adven- 
tures beautified with it, prayſe and honour. Too much 1 confelle the world cannor 
attribuce co their ever memorable merit : and toclearevs from the blind worlds ig- 
norant cenſure, theſe few words may ſuffice any reaſonable vnderſtanding, 

Ir was the Sparyards good hapto happen in thoſe parts where were mfinite num- 
bers of people,who had manurcd the ground with that providencezi affoorded vic- 
cualls ac all cimes. Andtime had brought them co that perfe&tion, they had the vſe 
of gold and (ilver, and the moſt of ſuch commodities as thoſe Countries affoorded: 
ſo that,what the Speryard got was chictcly the ſpoyle and pillage of thoſe Countrey 

lc, and not the labours of their owne hands, Buc had tholc frunfull Countries 
as ſalvage,as barbarous, as ill peopled, as little planted, laboured, and manu- 
red,as Virginia: their proper labours it 15 likely would haue produced as ſmall pro- 
fic as ours. But had Yoga beene peopled, planted, manured, and adorned with 
ſuch ſtore of precious lewels, and rich commodirics as was the /adies : then had we 
not gotren and done as much as by their examples might be expeted from vs, the 
= might chen hauecraduced vs and our merits, and haue made ſhame and inta- 
my our recompence and reward. 

But we chanced ina Land even as God made ir, where we found onely an idle,im- 

provident,ſcattered people,ignorant of the knowledge of gold or ſilver, or any com- 
' modirics, and carcleiTeof any thing but from hand ro mouth, except bables of no 
worth; nothing toincourage vs, bur what accidentally we found Nature afforded. 
Which ere we could bring to recompence our paines, defray our charges, and (a- 
tishe our Advencurersgwe were to diſcover the ' amdnyy Fw the people,brin 
them to be tratable, civill, and induſtrious, and teach them crades,that che fruits 
their labours might make vs ſome recompence, or plant ſuch Colexies of our owne, 
that wuft firſt make prouiſion how to liueof themaiclues,ere they can bring to per- 
fetion the commodities of the Country: which doubtleiſe will be as commodious 
for England as the welt [dies for Spaine,if jt be rightly mannaged :norwithſtanding./ 
all our home-bred opinions, that will argue the contrary, as formerly ſome haue 
done again(t the Sparyerds and Portugalls. But to conclude, againſt all rumor of 0- 
Pinuon, | onely ſay this, for thoſethat the three firſt yeares began this Plancation , 
notwithſtanding all their faftions, murinies, and miſeries, ſo gently correfted, and 
well prevented: pervſe the $ Decadeszthe Relations of Maſter Hack{mit,and tell 
me how many ever with ſuch ſmall meanes as a Barge of 22 tuns, ſomerimes with 
feauen, eight, or nine, or burat moſt, rwelue or (ixreene men, did ever diſcover {o

\ X } Hen he Ships departed, all che provifion of the Store ( bur chat the Pre» 
lidenc had gotten ) was ſo rocten with the taſt Summers rayne, and cas 
ren with Rats and Wormes, asthe Hogges would ſcarcely eace it. Yer-it 
was the Souldiers dye tilt our recurnes,1o chat we found nothing done, 

bur our viftuals ſpent, and the moſt part of our cooles,and 4 © Ws rem. 
conveyed to che Salvages. But now caſting vp che Store,and knding fufhciencnll che 
next harveſt, the feare of ſtarving was abandoned, and che company divided into 
rens, fifteens, or as the buſinelle required x (ix houres each day was ipent in worke, 
thereſt in Paſtime and merry exerciſes, butche ynroſvarduelle of the greateſt num 
ber cauſed che Preſident adviſe as followerh.,

By this many became 
very induſtrious, yet more by puniſhment performed their bulineile, for all wereſo 
rasked, that there was no excuſe could prevaile to deceiue him: yer the Dyrch-mens 
con(orrs ſo cloſely convayed them powder, ſhor, ſwords, and tooles,thatthough we 
could find theddeR, we could not finde by whom, cill it wasco0 late. ; 

. + All this time the Darch tmen remaining with Pewhatan, (who kindly entertained 

them to inſtruftthe Salvages the vſc of our Armes)andtheir conſorts nor following 
them 2s they ed zo the cauſe,they ſent Frexcis their companion,a ſtout 
young fellow, diſguiſed like a Salvage, to the Glalle-houſe, a place inthe woods 
nearea mylefrom ſames Towne z where was their Rendezvous for all their yniule 
petted vit{2nv. Fortie men they procuredto liein Ambuſcado for Capraine Smirh, 
who »- * ' © chis Datch-man, buc he ſent coapptchendhim (bur he was 

"-»haran, the Capraine preſcuuly diſpatched = 
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ſhot afcer him, himſelfe returning from the Glaſſc-houſealone. By che way be in- 
countred the King of Peſpebegh,a molt ſtrong tour Salvage,whole perſwalions not 
being able to pert wade hum <o his Ambuſhbyſcecing him onely armed but with a fau- 
cheon,atcempred co hauc ſhor bun,bur the Preſidene prevented his ſhooc by grapling 

Smith cakerh yyich hin, and che Salvage as well prevented him fordrawing his fauchcongand per- 

rye force bore ham:inco theRine ro hauc drowned him. Long chey ftrugled in che wa- 

priſoner. rer,till che Preſident got ſuch hold on his chroar,he had negre ſtrangicd che King g 
but having drawne hs taucheon to cur off his head,ſecing how picritully he begged 
his life, he led him priſoner ro James Towne, and pur him in chaynes. 

The Datch-man ere long was alſo brought in, whoſe villany though all thistime 
ſt was ſuſpeFed,yet he faynedTuch a formall excuſe,thatfor want of language Caps 
taine Finne vnderitood him not rightly, and for their dealings with Powhatan, that 
ro ſauce their liues they were conſtrained to accommodate his armes, of whom heex- 
rreamely complained to haue detained them pertorce, and that he madechis eſcape 
with the hazard of his fe, and meant not to haue rerurned, bur was onely walking 
inthe woodsto gather Walnuts. Yerfor all cþ1s tare rale, there was fo {wall appea- 
ranccof truth; avdche plaine confeſſion of Paſpehego of his trechery he wentby the 
hceles: Sawrh purpoling toregaine the Darch-men, by che ſaving his lite. T he paore 
—_ did bis beſt by his daily ro 5 to. Powhaten, but all recurned that the 
Deatch-men would not recurne, neither did Powhatan ſtay chem z and co bring them 
ffcie myles on his mens backes they were not able. Daily chis Kings wines, chil- 
dren,and people camero viſithim with preſents, which he libcrally beſtowed co 
make his peace, Much truſt chey had in che Preſigents promiſe: burche King fin- 

ng his guard negligenc, though tertereg yer eſcaped, Captaine Wire thinking to 
purſue him found ſuch croupes of Salvagesco hinder his pallage,as chey exchanged 

Cap. Smith, any vollics of ſhot for flights of Arrowes, Captaine Smith hearing of this in re- 
takechrwo  furmang tothe Fort, trooke two Salvages priſoners, called Kemps and Taſſore, che 
Salvagespri-. two moſt exadt villaines in all the Country, Wich theſe he ſent Capraine Winne and 
ſoners. _ -- fifte choiſe men,and Licutenant Percie, to haue regained the King, and revenged 
this iniury, and ſo had done, if they had followed tus direftions, or berne advited 
with thoſe two villaines,that would haue berrayed both King & kindredfor a pecce 
of Copper, butherrifling away the night, che Salvages the next morning by che 
riſing of the Sunne, braved him to come aſhore ro fight: a good time both ſides ler 
fly at other, but we heard of no hurt, onely they tooke rwo Canowes, burnt the 

Kin ED returned - _ tOWne, as 
"6 ent fearing thote Bravado's would bur incourage the Salvages, began 
——_—_ apainc himſelfe co try bw. concluſions, whereby ix or rooms, Mere Fords many 
made priſoners. He burnt their houſes,tooke their Boats, with all their bſhing wires, 
and planred ſome of them at ſame: trowne for his owne vic,and now reſolved notto 
e till he had revenged himſelfe of all them had iniured him. But in his journey 
paſling by Pſpebegh towards Chickeheamania,the Salvages did their beſt to draw him 
totheir Ambul z bur ſeeing him regardleſly patle cheir Country, all ſhewed 
themſdues in their braveſt manner, To try their valours he could not bur ler fly, 
and erc he could land,they no ſooner knew him, but rhey threw downechac armes 
and deſired peace, Their Orator was a luftie young fellow called Okgning, whoſe 

_ diſcourſe deſerverh to be remembred. And chus it _ Dh 

Okaning hi Captaine Smich, wy Maſter is bere preſent in the company, thinking it Capt. Winne, 
Otaucn, Oh agony ( of bury be intended to Gi here) having never offended biz ,

+ Arriving at Zames Towne, complaint wes madero tlie Preſident, that the (hicks- 
bamariens, who allthis while conunucdtrade and ſeemed our friends, 'by colour 
thereof were che onely cheeues, And among(t other chings a Piſtoll being Rblnegnd 
the: theefe fled, there was apprehended rwo proper young feltowes, chativere bro- 
thers, knowneto be his confederaces. Now-to regaine this Piſtoll, che onewas im- 
priſoned, the other was ſcneto rerurne the Piſtoll againe within rwelue bouzes, of 
his brother to be hanged, Yer the Preſident pintying the poore naked Salvagein the 
durgeon, ſer« him victuall and ſome Char-coale for a fire: exe midnight his bros 
ther rerurned with the Piſtoll, bur che poore Salvage inrhedungeon was ſoimoos 
thered with the fmoake he had made, and ſo pirtiouſly burnt, chat wee found him 
Yead. The other moſt lamentably bewaycd his death, and brokeforth into fuch bir« 
ter agonies, that che Preſident ro quiet him, told him thar if hereatrer they would 
no: ſteale, he would make him aliueagane burhe little chought he could be reco- 
vered. Yer we doing our beſt with Aqua vite and Vineger, it pleaſed Ged tareſtore 
him againero life, bur (o drunke & atfrighred, that he ſeemed Lunaricke,the which 
as much tormented and grieued che other, as beforeto ſee hun dead. Ot which ma- 
ladic vpon promiſe of their good behaviour, the Preſiden promiſed to retover himz 
and ſo-cauſed himto be layd by a fire to (leepe, who in the morning having well

- Theſe and many other ſuch Accidents, ſo amazedand affrighted boch Pow- 
batay, and a1 his people, that from all parts with preſents chey delired peace q retur- 
Hing many ſtolne things which we never d northoughrof ; and. after that, 
thote tharwere raken ſtealing, boch Powhatan and his people haue ſent them backe 
to Zeamves towne, to receiue theirpuniſhment; and all he Cottnry became abſolure 
& free for vs, asforchemlclues. |

V ncill chis 
time Kemprand T aſſore weretertered priſoners, and did double raske and taught vs 
howto order and plant our fields; whom now tor want of viftyall we ſer at liberty, 
bur {o-well they liked our companzes they did not defire to goe from vs. Andto cx» 
Terheir loucs for 16.daycs continuance, the Countrie people brought vs( when 
)100.4 day,ofSquarrils, Turkyes, Deere and other wilde beaſts; Bur chis wanc of 
corneaccalionedche endofall our works,it being worke ſufficient co provide vidtu= 
all.60.ar 80, with Enſfigne Laxox was fent downe the riuer to luc vypon Oylters,and 
20, with ligtenant Percy to try tor fiſhing at Poyne Comfort ; but in ſix weekes they 
would nor agree once to caſt our the ner, he being ſicke and burnt ſore with Gun» 
er,” Maiter Wet with as many went vp to thetalls,buc nothing could be found 
rafew Acornes; of that in ſtore cuery man had cheir equall proportion.

With much deuonion chey 
expeaed the Spaniard,to whom they intended good feruice,or any ocher,that would 
but carry chem from vs. Bur to begin with the frit oporrunicy; they ſeeing neceſſitie 
thus inforced vs co diſperſe our ſclues, importuncd Powbatan to lend them bur his 
forces, and they would not onely diſtroy our Hoggs, fire our cowne, and betray 
our Pinnacezbur bring to his {eruice and ſubicttion che moſt of our company. With 
this ploc they had acquainted many Diiconrents, aud many were agreed to their 
Deuiliſh practiſe. Bur one Thomas Donſe,aud Thamas Aſallard(whole chriſtian hearts 
relented ar ſuch an vnchriſtian a&) voluncarily reucaled it co Captaine Smurh,who 
cauſcd them to conceale it, perſwading Denſe and Afallard to proceed in their con- 
tedracie: onely co bring the irreclamable Darch men and the inconitanc Salvages 
in ſuch a maner ar ongit ſuch Ambuicado's as he had prepared, that not many ot chE 
ſhouldrecurne from our Pexinſu/a. But this brute coming co the cares of the impatier 
mulcirude they fo imporruncd the Prelident to cut off thote Datch men, as amongſt 
many that offred ro curtheir throars before the face of Powhata,the firſt was Licucenic 
Percy, and MF. John Cuderington, ewo Gendemen of as bold reſolute ſpirits ascould 
poflibly be foud. Burche Prelider had occalis of other imploiment for chem,S& gaus 

auc way to Maſter #yffin and Saricant Jeffrey Abbor,to goe and ſtab them or (hoot 
em. Bur the D#rch men made ſuch excuſes, acculing Yoldey whom they ſuppoſed 
had reucaled cheir projiett,as Abbot would not,yer Wyffmg would,perceiuingit but de» 
ccit, The King vndcerſtanding ofthis their amployment, ſent preſently his meſ- 
ſengersto Capraine Sw#thto ſigmiie 3x was not hus faule ro derajne chem, nor hinder 
his men trom executing his command : nor did he nor would he mancaine chem, or 
any to occalion his diſpleaſure, 

Bur whilſtchis buſinciſe was in hand, Arrived one Captaine Argall, and Maſter 
Thomas Sedan, (ent by Maſter Corneliws to truck with the Colony, and filh for 
Scurgeon, with a ſhip well furniſhed with wine and much other good proviſion.

And theſe ſhould be his 
Conditions (with hus people) to religne him the Fort and houſes, and all that 
Countrey for a proportion ot Copper ; that all ſtealing offenders ſhould be ſene 
him, thereto recc1ue cheir puniſhmene z that every houleas a Cuſtome ſhould pay 
him a Buſhell of Corne for an inch ſquare of Copper, anda proportion of Pocones, 
85 a yearely cribute ro King lames for cheir protcttion, as a dune ; what clſc they 
could ſpare to barrer at their beſt diſcretions, 

Bur both this excellent place and cthole good Conditions did thoſe furics refuſe, 
contemning boch.him, his Kinde care and authoritic. So much they depended on 
che Lord Generals new Commiſſion, as they regarded none: the worlt chey could 
+ docroſhew their ſpights they did ; ſuppoſing Ki the Afonacans Country, gold and 
none ſhould comethere bur whom chey pleaſed. I doe more then wondertothinke 
how onely wich fiue men, heeicher durſt or would adventure as he did, ( knowing 
how grecdic they were of his bloud ) co land among them, and commirto impry 
ſonment all the Chictraines ot choſe mucinies, rl} by cheir mukirudes being an 
' hundred and twencic they forced him to reryre:yer in that interim he ſurpriſed one 
of cheir Boares, wherewith he rerurnedtothcir ſhipg wherein deed wastheir proui- 
fion, which allo he rooke, and well it chanced he tound che Marriners fo cratable 
and conſtant, or there had beene ſmall pofſibiliic he had ever eſcaped.

For they a-ſhore being pollciled of all chere viuall, munirion, 
and cuery thing, grew tothat height in che formeptaftions, as the Preſident 
left them rotheur forrunes: they returned againe to the open ayre at Feſt; Fort, a- 
bandoning Aon ſach, and heto /awer towne with hus beſt expedition, but thif hap- 
ned himin that Journey. 
Sleeping in his Boate,( for the ſhip was rerurned two daics before) accidencallie, 
one fired his powder-bag, which tore the fleſh from his body and thighes, nine or 
teninches ſquarein a moſt pittifull manner z but to quench che cormenting fire, 
frying him an his cloaths he leaped over-boord into the deepe river, where cre they 
could recouer him he was neere drowned. In thiseſtare withouc cicher Chirurgy- 
an, or Chirurgery he was to goeneere an hundred mylcs. Arriving at /ame; rowne, 
n—__—_ thingsco be prepared for peace or warres to obtaine provilion, whileſt 
thoſc things were provid ,Avcher& the reſt of their Confederates, being

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new commiſſion granted they knew notto whowm(the which diſabled that author» 

ty he had, as made them preſumeſo oftto thoſe murinics as they did:) belides fo 
grievous were his wounds,andfo cruel his rormenrs(tew expeting he could lue) 

nor was heeable to follow his buſines to regaine what they had loſt, ſupprelle 

thoſe faftions, and range che countriesfor proviſion as he intended; and well he 

knew in thoſe affaires his owne ations and preſence was asrequilir as his direftions, R 
which now could notbe, he went preſently abroad, reſoluing there to appoint 

them governours, and to take order tor the muriners, but he could finde none hee 

thought fit for it would accepr it.

ces, and Firclockes, Shor, Powder, and Match ſufhcient, Curats,Pikes,Swor 
Morrios,more then men;the Salvages,cheir Jan ,and habitations well knowne 
to an hundred well crayned and expert Souldiersy Nets for fiſhing 3 Tooles of all 
fortsro worke z mode ro ſupply our wants z (ix Mares and a Horſe; five or (ixe 
hundred Swine z as many Hennes and Chickens ; ſome Goats ; ſeme ſheepe ; what 
was brought or bred there remained, But they ny but from hand 
ro mouth, did conſumethar wee had, tooke care tor nothing, but co perte&t ſome 
colourable complaints againſt Capraine Smvich.

But to ſee the juſtice of God vpon theſe Durch-men;zUaide before ſpoke of, made 
a ſhift co ger for Eng/and, where periwading the Merchanrs what rich Mines he had 
ary at great ſervice he would doe them, wavvery wellrewarded, and returned 
with che Lord La W@re: but being found a meere Impoſtor, he dyed moſt miſera- 
bly.

If wecruely conlider our Proceedings with the Spanyerds, and the reſt, we hauc no 
xcaſon ro deſpayre, for with ſo ſmall charge, they never had cicher greater Diſcove- 
rics, with ſuch cerraine cryals of more ſeverall Commodicics,then in this ſhore time 
harh bcene rerurned from Tirgizis, and by much lefſe meanes. New England was 
brought our of obſoncitia,cndaffoceied fraught for neare 200 ſaylc of ſhips, where 
there 1s now ereted a braue Plantation, For the happines of Sumewer /ſlesthey are 
no lelſechen either, and yerchoſe have had afar leile, and a more dififrulc begin» 
ning,chen cicher Rome, Carthage, or Vense.

Vpon the 35- of une, accompaniedwwith Capraine Samnel eArgall,heeretur- 
ped 1n ewo Pinaces'vnto the Bermadas, promiling (if by any meanes God will 
open a way to that land of Rocks)chat he would ſoonererurne wich lix monerhs 
prouilion of fleſb ; with-much crofle weather ar laſt hee rhere ſafcly arriued, bur 
CaptaineeLrgel was forced backe againe to /amesrowne, whom the Lord D- 
la Ware notlong after ſenetothe Riverof Patawomeke, torrade for Corneg where 
finding an Enghſe boy,one Spilman, a young Gentleman well deſcended, 
by choſe —_— preſcrued from the furic of Powhatan, by his acquaintance had 
ſuch good vlage of thoſe kindeSaluages;thart they fraughccd his ſhip with Corne, 
wherewith hererurned to /awesrowne. 

The other comfort is, that the Lord {a Ware hath builc two new Forts, the 
one called Fort Herry,che other Fort (barles,in honour of our moſt noble Prince, 
and his hopecfull brocher vpon apleaſanrplaine, and neare a litle Riviler they 
call Southampton River z they ſtand ina wholſome aire, hauing plentie of Springs 
of ſweet water, they command a great circuirof ground, conraining Wood, Pa- 
fture and Marfh, with ape places for Vines, Corne and Gardens z in which Forts 
itis reſolucd, chat all thoſe that come out of Eng/ana,ſhall be ar heir firſt landing 
quartered, that the weariſomnelle of the Sea, may bee refreſhed in this plealing 
part of the Countric, and Sir Themas Gates hee ſent for England, Bur to corrett 
ſowe injuries of the Paſpabegy, he ſent Captaine Pearcie, Maſter Stacy, and fiftie 
or threeſcore thor, wherethe Saluages flying, they burnccheir houſes, rooke the 
Queene and her children priſoners, whom not long after they ſlew.

Efore the Lord /aWare arrived in England, the Councell and Companie 
had diſpatched away Sir Thowas Dale wich three ſbips, men and carrell, 
and all ocher prouiſions neceſlarie for a yeere z all which arriued well the 
centh'of May 161 1. wherche found chem gro againe rothcir former 
eltaceof penurie, being ſo improuidene as not ro ce intheground for 
cher bread, but to the then furniſhed bur with three monerhs pro- 
uiſion ; his firſt care gherefore was to i all hands about ſerring of Corne, ac 
the ewo Forts at Kecowghtan, Hemry and Charles, whereby, the ſeaſon then nor 
tully paſt, chough about the end of May, wee had an indifferent crop of good 


This bufineſſe taken order for, and the care and cruſt of ic committed to his vn« 
der-Othertrs, to [eames rowne he haſtened, where moſt of the companie were ar 
cheir daily and vſuall works, gen theſe hee imployed abour 
neceſlarie workes, as felling of Timber, repayring their houſes ready ro fall on 
CC —— poſts and railes, to impale his purpeſed new 
cowne, which by reaſon 1s ignorance, bing bor newly arriued, hee had noc 
reſolued where co ſear; thereforeco berter his knowledge, with one hundred men

Ir was noſmall crouble co reduce his ſo timely ro order, being of 
ſo ill a condition, as may well witneſle his ſcuericie and ftrift imprinted booke 
of Articles, then needfull with all excreminie co be executedy nowmuch mitiga- 
ted z ſoas if his Lawes had not beene ſo ftrifly execured, I ſee not howthe veer 
ſubuerſion of che Colonie ſhould haue beene preuented, witnefle Webber and 
Prices the firſt yeere, ſince that of Abbers, and others, more dan 
than the former. Here I encrear your patience for an Apologie, chough not a 
pardon..

they made ar 2!l, nor offercd co reliſt our landing, .bur walking boldly vp and 
downe amongſt vs, demanded ro conferre with our Capraine,of his comming in 
that mariner, andto have cruce till chey could but once more ſend ro:their King 
to know his , which if ic were not agreeable ro their ion, chen 
they would fghe with vs, and defendcheir owne as they could, which was but 
onely rodeferre cherime, rocarrie away their prouifion z yer wee promiſed them 
eruce till che nexr day at noone, andthenif they would fight wich vs,they ſhould 
know when we would begin by our Drums and Trumpets.

M-.George Tearly now inueſted Deputic Gouernour by S'.Thomar D ale,appli- 
cd himſelfs for the moſt part in planting Tobacco, aschemoſt preſent commodi- 
tiechey could deuiſe for a preſencgaine,fo that euery man berooke himſelfe to the 
beſt place he could for the : now though Sir Thewas Dale had cauſed ſuch 
an ceof corne to be planted, that cuery man had ſufficienc, yer the ſup- 
plics were ſent vs, came ſo vnfurniſhed, as quickly eaſed vs of our ſuperfluicie, 
To relicue their neceſlicics, heſentrothe Chickabemanias for the tribure Corne 
Sir Thomas Dale and Captaine drgal had conditioned for with them : But ſuch 
2 bad anſwer they rerurned him; tha hee drew together one hundred of his belt 
ſhor, with whom he wentto Chickebamania; the people in ſome places vied him 
indifferencly, but in moſt places with much ſcorne and contempr, celling him he 
was but Sir T homas Dales manjand they had payed his Maſter according to can« 
dition, bur to giue any to him - had no ſuch order, neicher would they obey. 
him as they ha#zone his Maſterzafter he had told chem his auchoricie,and chac he 
had the ſame power rocnforce chem that Dale had, they dared him to come on 
ſhore ro fight, preſuming more of his not daring, rhan their owne valours. early 
ſceing their inſolencies, made no great difficultic to goe on ſhore at Ozinies, ayd 
chey as lictle co incounter him:bur marching from thence cowards Mamanabunt, 
they pur chemſclues inthe ſame orderthey ſee vs, lead by their CapraineKiſſane- 
comen, Goucrnour of Oz,inies, & ſo marched cloſe along by vs,cach asthrearning 
other who fhovuld firſt begin. Bur thar night we quartered againſt Aſamanabunt, 
and they paſſed the River. Thenext day wefollowed chem z chereare few places

cooke by Sergeant Boothe, the orher by Robert a Polonian z Ncere ons hundred 
buſhels of ewe hadfor cheir ranſornes, which was promiſed che Souldiers 
for a reward, bur it wasnot performed : now Opechenkanowgh had agreed wich 
our Capcaine for the ſubietting of choſe people, that neither hee nor Powbator 
could cuer bring to their obcdicnce, and thar he ſhould make no peace withchem 
without his aduice : in our returne by Ozzie: with our priſoners weemer Ope-

4: erred fromthe ſearchof the Bermwdas, where at laſt with his company he ſafe- 
ly arrived : but ſuch was his diligence with his extraordinary care, paines and in-

ſeruices, the moſt part of his well beloued and vertuous life, God and nature here
